This state- 
ment is borne out by Headquarters traces on many of the individuals* 
lu Although the evidence of Relax* 'a subsidy of the extreme rightist end 
Ouardiot organisations end groups appears to be circumstantial, It is 
extremely unlikely that a businesssen of Mcl&xs^s knomn shrewdness mould 
donate a monthly sum out of pure altruism vrith no strings attached* 
Statements by pro cent members of the Association of Free Rumanians bear 
out the belief that Malax* exercises a very rigid control over the 
expenditure of the funds provided to Radescu end the Association*
